Colored VLax. in Military Duty. 
Portsmouth, O., June 26, 1898. 


Ed. Times:—I saw, in glancing 


over an article in the Times-Star of 
the 26th, where they are about to, 
organize a division of colored soldiers, 
and:it seems that the only thing that 
troubles the mind of the white man 
is his ability to perform, effective ser- 
vice under the leadership of one of 
his own race. It seems strange to 
me that as well acquainted as the 
white man is with the history of the 
negro, that he could have those doubts 
concerning their confidence in their 
own race. 
The negro in this country 


is thoroughly American, and all the 
interest he has is in this country. He 
has defended the flag and his home 
under all circumstances^and is willing 
to do the same at any time again, 
when called on. Speaking of his 
actions as an experiment in being 
commanded by officers of his own 
race, it is probably, necessary to refer 
to some historical instances.. Tosantly 
Overture was born a slave on the 
island of San Domingo. 
He • was 


ignorant and unlettered, yet he had 
the intelligence to lead his troops 
against one of the most wonderful 
•warriors of his age, Napoleon the 
First, and vanquished' him from the 
island of San Domingo. He did not 
only lead negro against that wonder- 
ful warrior, but even white men had 
confidence to follow that wonderful 
sable warrior, thus showing that it is 
not the color of the man that leads.

would have done more execution than 


they did. At the battle of Nashville 
there is another proof demonstrated 
of the negro's quality as a tighter. 
When the white troops charged the 
heights of Nasvhille,Hood's Confeder- 
ate soldiers mowed our Union boys 
down like grass and it seemed that! 
Nashville was to be sacked and vic- 
tory once more perched upon tlie 
Confederate banner. 
Just at that 


critical time "Old Pap" Thomas said 
to his aides: "Go tell Steadman to 
bring up that negro division and put 
them in the thickest of the fight, 
where the battle waxes the strong- 
est." They were put in the center of 
the line and men who have been in 
action knew what that means.

The date of our birth is on the 
same day, and it could not be other- 
wise, because Jefferson said, "We 
hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that all men are endowed by their 
Creator 
with 
certain inalienable 


rights, among which is life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness," and it 
must have meant the negro as well as 
the white man, for he said "all 
men," and we being here, we must 
have been considered a party to the 
contracrt.

papers Almost of Noah's Pay. 
"William White, one of tire "local 


timber kings, is the possessor of some 
old newspapers. He has two copies 
of "The Western Times," bearing 
date of January 19 and 26, 1828, 
which paper was published weekly in 
this city by the late,.J. A. Bingham. 
His office was;a few doors east of 
Market space, on what was then 
Main street, now Second. 


The list of letters remaining in the 


post-office is'interesting. It contains 
the names of many Of the old char- 
acters who helped form the bed-rock 
upon which Portsmouth rests as 
city. John E. Turner was then post- 
master. 
On the front page are letters from 


the prominent public men of that 
early day and in one of the papers is 
a long letter to the public .from 
Henry Clay. This letter contains 
certain testimony in refutation of 
the charges against Mr. Clay by Gen- 
eral Andrew Jackson; 
An advertisement that catches the 


eye at first glance is that which 
reads: "Corn will be received in pay- 
ment for debts due this office." Quite 
a change since then, when for print- 
ing and subscription the farmer could 
liquidate with corn and cord-wood. 
In these days it requires the real coin 
of the realm or a clever ability to 
stand the printer off.

to dispatch the fleet to Europe.

The three vessels selected as colliers 


have started already on their way to 
Newport News to take on a large sup- 
ply of coal. 


It will require about a week to get 


this down to Sampson's fleet, so if the 
start is to be made from that point 
it will be impossible for Commodore 
Watson to get away before the Fourth 
o£ July.

Cadiz is the point 


•where most of the fortification gune 
are made. 


Each of the three naval provinces 


has a certain number of coast towns 
under its immediate care.

while money is (being wasted on war- 
ships that will never fire a shot. 


The press expects to be gagged but 


it 
unanimously 
declares 'that 
no 


amount of coercion and no degree of 
dictatorial despotism will hinder the 
country from rising and manifesting 
its will. What is far more serious is 
the unfortunate circumstance that the 
dynastry shares in the unpopularity of 
the governments. 


The people argue that repression is 


being employed solely in favor of the 
monarchy, which has remained abso- 
lutely passive during the terrible na- 
tional crisis. 
If Spain's colonies are 


not worth fighting for, said one noble- 
man, Spain's dynastry is still less so. 
If our soldiers were not sent to fight 
the Yankees we shall take care that 
they are not called upon to shoot down 
Spaniards for the sake of an Aus- 
trian.

the laws of war would merely be to 
inflame .the war spirit of the Spaniards. 


• As for fortified ports, experience in 
uba and Porto Rico has shown that 


the fire of men of war makes but lit- 
tle impression and America would find 
it much harder to.maintain a fleet off 
the coast of the peninsula than at a 
few hours' sail from Key West.
